Rev.  Wm.  A.  Haas  who  was  ofGern'ian  descent  was  born  January 
20,  1840  at  Pottsville,  Schuylkill  Co.,  Pa.,  and  received  the  tasis  of  his 
education,  prelimary  to  his  study  for  the  ministry,  at  the  Freeburg  Aca- 
demy, and  laiter  graduated  from  the  Franklin  and  Marshall  College.  He 
entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg  and  in  1864  received 
his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Theology. 

He  was  immediately  ordained,  and  for  four  years  served  the  Au- 
gusta charge  near  Sunbury. 

In  1871  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Selinsgrove  Charge  and  was  rap- 
tor continucusly  urtil  July,  IDO.'i.  When  long  and  untiring  labors  for  a 
I'r  rge  country  parish  made  it  imperative  for  him  to  retire,  although  he 
seint  in  many  resignatioi.s  before  he  was  allowed  to  lay  down  his  life 
work. 

Soon  after  his  retirement  he  departed  this  life  dying,  at  his  home 
in  Selins  Grove,  on  Sunday  afternoon,  October  8,  1905,  aged  6.5  years,  7 
days.  Serving  this  congregation  nearly  thirty  four  years. 
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REV.  W.  D.  MARBURGER 


William  David  Marburger  was  born  in  Berks  Co.,  Penna.  in  ]880, 
aUended  the  public  schools,  graduated  from  the  High  school,  1897.  Enter- 
ed Franklin  and  Marshall  and  Graduating  from  the  Eastern  Theological 
Seminary  in  1905.  He  accepted  a  call  from  the  Selins  Grove  Charge 
in  May  1905,  and  served  in  this  capacity  until  the  summer  of  1907, 
when  he  accepted  a  call  as  president  of  the  College  of  Nortihern  Illi- 
nois.   He  was  a  fluent  speaker  and    an  able  pulpit  orator. 
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REV  MORRIS  GUENTHER  SCHUCKER, 

Morris  Guenther  Schucker,  born,  Dec.  4,  1877  near  Moselem 
Springs,  Berks  Co.,  Pa.,  baptised  June  16,  1878.  His  early  boyhood  days 
were  spent  in  the  country  and  glided  smoothly  by.  He  was  early  en- 
couraged in  study  and  soon  became  facinated  to  it.  A  pious  mother  in- 
timated and  hoped  that  her  seventh  son  would  dedicate  himself  to 
the  Holy  Calling.  He  accepted  the  challenge.  But  despaired  on  account 
01  financial  aid.  But  where  there's  a  will  there's  a  way.  He  laiter 
won  the  goal  of  his  ambition  and  on  the  10th  of  Nov.  1907,  became  pas- 
tor of  St.  Paul's  Reformed  Ohurch  of  Selins  Grove,  Pa.,  which  position 
he  filled  until  Aug.  10th,  19fl9.  From  here  he  accepted  a  position  in 
Homestead  teaching  in  a  High  School.  He  now  holds  a  position  in 
the  Central  High  School  of  Pittsburg.  He  is  a  great  educator  and  a 
deep  thinker.  We  be-speak  for  him  a  successful  career.  (Editors.) 
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REV.  JOHN   A.  DITZLER. 


Was  torn  Julj'  8,  1881,  in  Adams  County,  Pa.,  as  the  secord  son 
of  Daniel  H.  and  Mary  Ditzler.  His  early  education  was  in  the  schools 
of  Adams  County.  During  four  of  the  Summer  vacations  he  lafcored  on 
the  farm.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  began  the  prirters  trade  and  con- 
tinued for  more  than  six  years,  partly  preparing  for  college  in  the 
meantin  e.  He  finished  college  preparatory  at  the  York  Collegiate  Insti- 
tute; -and  entered  Franklin  and  Marsihall  College  in  the  Fall  of  1903: 
g'-aduating  in  the  class  of  1907.  He  entered  the  Eastern  Theological 
Seminary  in  the  Fall  of  1907  and  Graduated  in  May  1910.  During  two 
of  the  vacations  of  the  Theological  course  he  supplied  charges  as  sun- 
ply  pastor  in  North  Carolina  and  Frederick,  Md.  On  December  fifth  1909 
he  began  to  supply  the  Selinsgrove  charge  and  became  the  regular  pas- 
tor June  1,  1910  and  served  until  March  1,  1914,  when  he  became  pas- 
tor of  Grace  congregation,  Frederick,  Md.  While  pastor  of  the  Selins- 
grove charge,  73  members  were  added  to  St.  Paul's  congregation. 
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REV.    LEON    S.  DRUMHELLER 
Present  Pastor. 

Born  Feib.  19,  1886  at  Landingville.  Schuylkill  Co.,  Pa.  and  was 
educated  In  the  public  sohools  of  Adamsdale  and  Orwigsburg. 

After  con-pletirg  his  public  school  career  he  decided  to  aim  high- 
ei  in  the  world  of  science  and  Literature.  He  therefore  entered  Frank- 
lin &  Marshall  Academy  at  Lancaster,  graduating  from  that  institu- 
tion in  1905.  He  then  entered  F.  &  M.  College  and  finished  his 
courses  in  1909,  after  which  he  entered  the  Refornied  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Lancaster,  graduating  in  1913. 

He  taught  school  at  Troutville,  Pa.  at  Perkiomen  Seminary  two 
spring  tern  s  and  at  New  Bloomfield  Academy.  He  then  accepted  a 
call  of  the  Reformed  churches  of  the  White  Deer  Charge.  Residing  at 
West  Milton,  where  he  tairied  for  only  one  year  fcr  his  fame  spread 
to  the  adjoining  county  of  Snyder,  and  he  was  given  the  Macedonian 
call  to  come  over  and  help  us;  this  he  did  on  May  1st,  1914.

Frederick  Gundrum  born  in  Be  ks  Co.,  Pa.  Feb.  2.5,  1813,  moved 
with  his  father  on  a  farm  in  the  neighborhood  of  Selinsgrove.  He  later 
became  clerk  in  Eckbert's  stoire,  built  a  house  on  Water  &  Pleasant  Sts., 
kept  store  at  Log  Grocery  and  later  near  the  boat  yard  in  Selins  Grove, 
and  then  became  a  carpet  weaver,  after  which  he  lived  retired  for  a 
number  of  years  on  account  of  old  age.  He  joined  the  Reformed  church 
in  Selins  Grove  in  Nov.  1841.  Was  a  member  of  the  building  committee 
of  the  old  church  in  18.55  and  served  as  Sec'y.  of  the  Consistory  for  a 
number  of  years.  He  served  as  Librarian  of  the  Sunday  School  near- 
ly 36  years  and  very  rarely  missed  a  Sunday  at  Sunday  School. 

He  never  missed  a  communion  Sunday  until  the  last  year  of  his  life 
which  was  on  account  of  feebleness  and  ill  health.  He  died  Mar.  3rd, 
1908 — aged  95  years  7  days.

For  a  while  he  practiced 
medicire  in  Selinsgrove,  but  that  longing  to  sacrifice  himself  for  othe;  s 
again  took  so  deep  hold  on  him  that  he  abandoned  his  practice  at  Se- 
linsgrove and  accepted  the  position  as  Head  Physicien  of  the  Interna- 
tional Hospital,  of  Adana,  Turkey  in  Asia.  Here  he  is  doing  good  work 
among  the  natives,  sacrificing  himself  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  Turks. 
Fear  was  entertained  that  Dr.  HaPS  and  family  n  ight  have  been  killed, 
but  recent  advices  proved  that  they  were  alive  and  well  Nov.  11,  1914.
